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Plane Crash Hero 
Dies In Hospital 


Walton H. Wolfe, 54, hero of 
a plane crash in September, 
died Friday, Oct. 30, 1965 of 
burns received as he tried to 
save the lives of three persons. 

Private family services were 
held Monday, Nov. 1, in the 
Todd Memoria! Chapel, Pomo- 
na. Interment was in Belle- 
vue Cemetery. 

Mr. Wolfe tried to save the 
occupants of a Cessna 175 
which crashed into his home, 
1270 W. 14th St., Upland, on 
Sept. 23. The fuel tank explod- 
ed, spraying him with gaso- 
line. 

Since the crash, he was al- 
ternately in critical and in fair 
condition in San Antonio Com- 
munity Hospital. 

A native of Chino, Mr. Wolfe 
was a resident of the Ontario- 
Pomona area all his life. He 
lived in Upland since the early 
1950s 

He first entered the pest con- 
trol business with his father, 
Arthur G. Wolfe, in 1930. Some 
years later, he entered the 
sales and service of industrial 
equipment. 

Surviving are his widow, 
Irene; his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Arthur G. Wolfe, of Po- 
mona; a daughter, Miss Ida 
Irene Wolfe; of Santa Monica; 
two sons, Evan A., of Santa 
Ana, and Roger, of Upland; 
and three brothers, Roger M., 
of Upland, Vernon, of Colton, 
and Glen R., of Montclair.

They are our own, she said, 
and should be given every con- 
sideration and be familiar 
with the programs of the or- 
ganization. She closed her 
talk with “The best prepara- 
tion for tomorrow is to make 
good use of today.” 

Mrs. Benedict Commenzind, 
state membership chairman, 
of Oakland, informed the 
chairmen that they must get 
the dues per capita mailed to 
state and national immediate- 
ly upon receipt or they would 
be holding the members dues 
illegally.
